The pine mouse is a burrowing 
animal that lives and feeds under- 
ground. It digs tunnels of its own 
and also uses the tunnels made by 
moles. In appearance it is about 
the size of a house mouse, with soft, 
rich brown fur, small eyes, ears 
nearly concealed, and a tail about 
‘2 inch long. 


Because pine mice and the injury 
they are underground and 
out of sight, their presence may 
not be suspected until after serious 
harm has been done unless period- 
ic inspections are made. The pres- 
ence of these mice can be detected 
by probing in the ground for their 
tunnels which are about 1 inch in 
diameter and generally from 1 to 
3 inches below the ground surface, 
although some tunnels go deeper. 
Fluctuations in numbers of 
pine mice may be frequent, irregu- 
lar, and abrupt, depending on the 
abundance of food, effects of di- 
sease, and natural enemies.

during the growing season. 

Just as March was cold-frame 
planting month, April is out door 
seeding time for most of us. It is 
usually safe after the 15th of April 
to sow out doors any of the ten- 
der annual, since the average date 
for the last killing frost in this area 
is April 11th, altho we have been 
snown to have frost as late as May. 

According to growers, early April 
is a first-class time for planting all 
kinds of long-lived fruit plants, 
whether tree, bush, or vine. They 
can go in as soon as the soil be- 
comes decently workable. With 
the exception of Blueberries which 
usually do best in a damp place, 
these home fruits prefer a well- 
drained, moderately rich and rath- 
er light, loamy soil where there is 
plenty of sun light. 

As soon as the soil is warm, 
plant summer flowering bulbs and 
tubers, which will include Amaryl- 
lis, Cannas, Caladiums, Peruvian 
Daffodils (Ismene), Montbretias, 
Tuberoses, Gladiolus, and Dahlias. 
Planting of the last two, the main- 
stays of the summer garden, may 
be started the last of the month, 
and continued into May and June. 
At least preparation for planting 
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take the tubers out of storage, they 
have not sprouted sufficiently to 
tell where the “eyes” are, place in 
a box of wet sand for several days 
until sprouts begin to appear. Then, 
using sharp knife, make divisions, 
being sure to get one or more 
“eyes” with each division. Then, 
holes in which to plant these, 
should be dug (at least 8 inches 
deep) as soon as ground is work- 
able, working some humus in the 
bottom. With this done, the job of 
planting later will be a simple mat- 
ter. 

With the “Glads”, the prelimi- 
nary treatment before planting is 
to go over all the corms and remove 
loose outer skins in order to in- 
spect them for disease. All imper- 
fect or diseased corms should be 
discarded and others disinfected 
for thrips. If they were dusted 
with D. D. T. when put in storage, 
further treatment may not be nec- 
essary; however, many still soak 
corms in some disinfectant solu- 
tion before planting, like lysol (1% 
tablespoons to a gallon of water). 
Place corms, according to varieties, 
in mesh fruit bags and soak around 
3 hours, planting while wet. Plant 
five to six inches deep in well-pre- 
pared soil, six inches apart, from 
late April to June 15th. Sun, aver-

CHEMICALS ADVISED 
FOR WEEDS IN CORN 

Cocklebur, morning glory, and 
other troublesome weeds in corn 
can be controlled with chemicals, 
Glenn C. Klingman, weed 
control scientist with the North 
Carolina Experiment Station. 

Chemical weed control, 
Klingman, is both easy and eco- 
nomical. For example, the cost of 
treating corn with 2,4-D after it 
is 10 to 12 inches tall is less than 
$1 per acre. 

“The 2,4-D material,” he adds, 
“will control both cocklebur and 
morning glory if properly 
it won’t damage the corn.” 

Klingman explains that when 
weeds are removed chemically, all 
the available moisture, soil nu- 
trients, and light are made avail- 
able to the corn. In many tests 
the extra yield of corn on fields 
treated with 2,4-D is worth more 
than 10 times the cost of the treat- 
ment.

Of the many kinds of flowering 
plants found in North Carolina, 
very few of them are known to be 
poisonous to livestock. In fact, the 
botanical department of the North 
Carolina Agricultural Experiment 
Station names ten that are known 
to be poisonous. They are as fol- 
lows: White Snakeroot, Lambkill 
Kalmia, Mounatin-Laurel, Black 
Cherry and Common Chokecherry, 
Spotted Water-Hemlock, Carolina 
Jessamine, Yellow Buckeye, Crow- 
Poison, and Pick Deathcamas

This booklet gives pho- 
tographs of these poisonous plants 
which would help anyone to recog- 
nize them 


In case of poisoning, if the sus- 
pected plant is known, your vet- 
erinarian would be able to give sat- 
isfactory help; however, prevention 
is far more important than treat- 
ment.

The information revealed in the 
tudy significant to the livestock 
Zrower, especially in range areas 
where cattle are grass-fed, in that 
indicates young calves can be 
rought successfully through per- 
ods of short feed supply and then 
e when feed becomes avail- 


able. However, the rations fed 
in the experiment differed from 
the low-energy rations on which 
many range calves are fed in that 
the Beltsville calves were well 
supplied with protein, minerals, 
and vitamin A as a means of main- 
taining maximum health. 


Most of the calves in the first 
year’s experiment reached slaugh 


ter weight (1000 pounds) within 
three months of the time they 
would have attained the same 


weight if they had been fed full 
rations. Furthermore, the total 
feed was not materially increased 
as a result of the full feeding dur- 
ing the time they were making 
rapid gains. 

Although only six pairs of twins
